DOYLE SEEKS COMMUNITY HELP 


Trial in bias lawsuit 
against Marzetti set 


Jerry L. Doyle, 34, who has 
been in a legal battle since March, 
1980 against his employer, is try- 
ing to raise a total of $950 for wit- 
ness fees, subpoenas and deposi- 
tions that need to be taken before 
an Oct. 26 jury trial in 4 $500,000 
racial discrimination lawsuit in 
U.S. District Court. 

T. Marzetti Company, 3838 
Indianola Ave. allegedly fired 
Doyle for staying in the restroom 
“for too long” despite permission 
by his supervisor. 

On May 12, a three-judge panel 
of the Ohio Court of Appeals 
Tenth Appellate District, reversed 
an Aug. I1, 1986 decision of 
Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Thomas J. Martin. 

In his decision, Judge Martin 


reversed the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission's ruling, which 


found a probably cause for 
employment discrimination 
against T. Marzetti. 


The three-judge panel in their 
ruling, re-affirmed the lower court 
decision that Doyle be given his 
job back with back pay. The suit is 
seeking punitive damages from 
Marzetti. 

On May 14, the Court of 
Appeals filed ajournal of entry in 
Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court, seeking a decision from 
Judge C. Howard Johnson, who 
was assigned to the case. 


Judge Johnson received the 
entry Aug. 25, according to a 
source, but as of Tuesday (Aug. 
31), a decision had not been made 
on Doyle’s case. 

The CALL & POST learned 
that Judge Johnson will not be 


back on the bench until Sept. 7. 

Judge Johnson is expected to 
apply the law that was cited in the 
decision of the Court of Appeals 
and apply that in making a deci- 
sion on the Doyle-Marzetti case, 
said Gary W. Deeds, attorney 
representing Doyle. 

Meanwhile, Doyle said: “Right 
now, I need help from members of 
the community in trying to raise 
the money that is needed by Sept. 
10 so that all the 12 witnesses can 
be subpoenaed and testify for me. 
The same thing that happened to 
me could happen to any Blacks in 
this community. The struggle is 
not over yet.”

Dayton’s newest prison offers inmates responsibility

Editor's note: This is the third 
of a series of articles that will 
appear concerning correctional 
institutions, inmates, and legisla- 
tion concerning prisons. 


It really does not remind you of 
a college campus, but it does not 
look like any prison most people 
would imagine either. 

Dayton Corgectional Institute, 
one of Ohio’s new medium secit-

Masonic 1990 convention 
could be biggest Black 
event in city’s history 


The largest Black convention 
ever to visit Columbus has been 
scheduled for July, 1990. 

The International Free and 
Accepted Modern Masons/ Su- 
preme Convention will bring up to 
20,000 participants for a full week 
of activities, it was announced this 
week by Melvin B. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the Greater Columbus 

, Convention & Visitors Bureau. 

The announcement followed 
months of work by the Bureau 
and local leaders of the fraternal 
organization. Spearheading the 
campaign was Jim King, Conven- 
tion Sales Director for the 
GCCVB. 


King outlined events leading up 
to the decision this way: 

**We were able to land-a 
regional meeting of the organiza- 
tion. When the national leaders 
visited for what we call an on-site 
inspection, they were amazed to 
see what we had to offer. By the 
time we were finished detailing all 
of our attractions, they were con- 
vinced that. Columbus was for 
them.” 

King said that several elements 
were emphasized in the presenta- 
tion. They included:| hotel 
accommodations, meeting space, 
free dewntown COTA service

acres of land off Germantown 
Road, on the eastern side of the 
city of Dayton. Its yard is within a 
fenced-in 25-acre parcel of land, 
whose 10 buildings are configu- 
rated to give an impression of a 
small college campus. 

“Placing a man in a gilded cage 
does not make him any less of a 
prisoner,” described Superintend- 
ent Reginald A, Wilkinson, a 
former Clevelander and one of 
only two Black superintendents in 
Ohio's correctional system. 

“Dayton is designed to give pri- 
soners every opportunity to 
reform,” said Wilkinson, “but it is 
primarily here to take away peo-

ple’s abilities to move freely 
around in society, It is as much a 
punishment as those prisons 
which. are administered to take 
away all the prisoner's ability to be 
responsible for himself.” 

Despite the appearance of its 
inner courts, the institute is built 
to prevent almost any escape. The 
prison yard is surrounded by two 
12-foot high chain-link fences, 
which are topped with coils of 
razor-sharp barbed wire. Both 
fences, and the ground between 
them, have electronic sensors cap- 
able of detecting cutting, climbing 
and movement. 

Cells can be locked electroni- 
cally from master control switches 


in the prisoners’ living quarters 
and from a master control center 
housed in the main administration 
building. The facility employs 90 
guards. There are approximately 
40 guards patrolling the grounds 
most of the day. Guards within the 
living quarters are equipped with 
sensors which will go off if the 
guard is ineapacitated. 

Calling this generation of pri- 
sons “escape-proof”, Wilkinson, 
whose educational background 
includes degrees in education and 
urban planning, believes his job is 
creating the best work environ- 
ment for his employees, while giv- 
ing the inmates the ingredients to 
be productive citizens, 


“We do not rehabilitate.” said 
Wilkinson. “It must be under- 
stood that many prisoners who 
come here were not ‘habilitated’, 
so how can we ‘rehabilitate’ 
them?” 

“To do this, first we test their 
education level and find out what 
they can do in a job,” explained 
Wilkinson. “If they have to be 
taught how to read and to com- 
pute numbers up to the third 
grade level, then we will automati- 
cally enroll them into classes.” 

“Otherwise, we'll give them the 
opportunity to sign up for classes, 
for work or for bota,” he 
continued.

in, 
Tommie, who was transferred 
to Dayton because of his out- 
standing prison record at 
Lebanon Correctional Institute, 
complains that the prisoners at 
Davton are treated like children. 

“Rules are changed everyday,” 
challenged Tommie. “The guards, 

particularly the female guards, 
sometimes check to see if prison- 
ers washed behind their ears. For 
no reason that the inmates are 
aware of, rights to use certain 
areas of the yards will be taken 
away and will not be returned for 
days, maybe weeks, at a time.” 

“We do not know what to 
expect,” he continued. 

From his experience at 
Lebanon, Tommie described 
many of the guards at Dayton as 
inexperienced and, forthe most 
part, more concerned with their 
jobs and games for power than 
creating an envircnment where 
they and the prisoners can grow 
and learn, 

“It could be that many of them 
are nev’ to the job and are reacting 
more from book sense than comi- 
mon sense,” he said. “But that is 
making it tough on everyéne,” he 
continued. 

Being involved with the prison 
system for most of his adult life, 
Tommie is leery of how well the 
education and jobs programs will

actually help him when he eventu- 
ally gets out. He has earned an 
associate degree and learned some 
basic clerical skills, but over the 
years he has seen people who did 
all of the right things, return com- 
plaining of the lack of opportuni- 
ties for ex-convicts. 

Even with the complaints of 
psychological head games that the 
prison guards and administration 
play on the prisoners, most of 
those talked to, believe it is better 
to be assigned to Dayton than 
many other institutions in the 
state. 

, “If the administration can get 
its act together in forming and fol- 
lowing its own rules, then alot will 
get accomplished here,” said 
Tommie. “Without that consis- 
tency, prisoners will not learn tobe 
responsible and be able to work 


within the system.” : 

Tommie and other prisoners 
interviewed wondered if sending 
first-time offenders directly to 
institutions like Dayton is wise. 

“Lf part of a prison’s mission is 
to show what can happen to youif 
you continue on a life of crime, 
then some hard heads will come to 
a place like this and say: ‘I can 
handle this’,” commented Tom- 
mie. “They are going to believe 
that all prisons are like this and 
come to a rude awakening the 
next time they are caught commit- 
ting a crime.” 

“L think a place like this should 
be used for people who have spent 
some time in a more traditional 
prison-like facility, whose record 


shows they have earned a place 
like this,“commented Tommie, 

“They will be able to appreciate 
how good they have it,” he 
continued.

“If L think my parole is held up 
because of this, Iam going to 
immediately ask for a transfer,” 
continued Tommie. “This may be 
comfortable, but not enough for 
me to spend extra time in jail for.” 


“Nothing is worth that,” said

His greatest success 
story is about seeing Jerry Page 
grow up, and through his training 
at recreation centers, become an 
Olympic Gold Medalist in boxing 
and sharing his knowledge and 
experience with others. 

Lindsey, a native of Steuben- 
ville, came to Columbus after 
attending the University of 
Wyoming. In Wyoming, he was 
active and successful in basketball 
and football. Even as a youngster 
he played many different sports 
and learnd them well. Sports, 
however, are just a part of Lind- 
sey’s life. 


This big man who looks at 
home on a football field is as 
equally compéetent learning a new 
craft to take back to his center or 
teaching basic gymnastics. His 
philosphy is that you can learn 
something from everyone and he 
does whether it’s quilting from a 
senior citizen member of his cen- 
ter or a new card game from a 
child. 

Now director at Sullivant 
Gardens, Lindsey opened the 
Milo-Grogan center and also 
worked at Windsor and Linden.

A taxpayer becomes delinquent 
when he fails to pay his real estate 
taxes for two consecutive collec- 
tion periods. Ohio statute allows 
the county prosecutor to foreclose 
on property after a taxpayer has 
been delinquenf for two years. 

Delinquents have the option of 
paying off their back taxes in five 
installments over a two-and-a- 
half year period providing they 
remain current in their regular tax 
payments over that period. About 

10 percent of delinquent taxpay- 
ers use this plan known as 
“current-and-five.”

uardian of the purity of college sports, is attempting to protect in its effort 

o clean up college athletics. 
It is clear that they are manifestly unconcerned about the athletes them- 
ives. After all, the only thing this body has done to promote higher 
icademic standards was enact Proposition 48, which stiffened rules for 


ncoming freshmen and forced those freshmen to sit out a year if they are - 


inable to meet the new rules. 
» “That this new rule had a disproportionate impact on Black athletes; that 
-also had a serious affect on Black schools, which accept many students 
academic programs with test scores comparable to, or even below, the 
roposition 48 standards, seems to indicate that they are not too concerned 
bout the Black students. 
It is also, sadly, clear that they are really unconcerned about true aca- 
emic standards. If the NCAA were, they would enact penalties on universi- 
ies that fail to graduate their student athletes. They would mandate that

Evaluating 
responsibility 


Some of what Walter E. 
Williams said in his column 
“Minority View” (Call and 
Post 8/20/87) is applicable 
right here in Columbus. 

No one is going to “give” 
Black children (or white 
children) a good education. 
Parents have to (1) see that 
the public school system 
provides their children with 
an opportunity for a good 
education and then (2) see 
that their children work 
hard to take advantage of 
that opportunity. 

For the past three 
Columbus School Board 
elections, I have run for the 
office of School Board (and 
lost) on the issue of delegat- 
ing some of the School 
Board's quality control 
responsibilities to each 
school community. These 
building site school councils 
would be public bodies with 
members elected by parents, 
school staff, and community 
residents. 


The responsibilities of 
these school councils may 
include: program evalua- 
tion, providing a local 
forum for problem solving, 
setting annual goals for the 
school principal, and partic- 
ipating in the evaluation of 
that principal.

with ideas and programs for 
improving the weak areas. 

This simple four-step pro- 
cess may be used for almost 
any school activity: aca- 
demic instruction, “school 
climate", community rela- 
tions, etc. 

If citizens are really inter- 
ested in accountability in 
public education, I recom- 
mend they vote for candi- ' 


dates who will delegate qual- |’ 


ity control responsibility to 
those who care the most — 
concerned parents of child- 
ren who attend a public 
school and conscientious 
teachers who serve at jthe 
school.

Robbins, a cold-blooded, 
racist, mad-dog killer during 
the Glenville Riots vowed to 
shoot and kill the first 
“Nigger” (Black) he saw and 
wrote “N” on the head of the 
bullet. The first Black he saw 
was Ted Brown, a Black 
popular singer and en- 
tertainer. 


He viciously carried out 
his vow, shot and killed 
Brown. Robbins was later 
arrested and convicted of 
first degree murder in con- 
nection with his killing of 
Brown by an all-white jury 
and sentenced to life in pri- 
son (Ohio's death penalty 
Statute had been ruled 
unconstitutional). While in 
prison he contacted Corri- 
gan and made a deal to tes- 
tify against Steel by admit- 
ting that he had killed Mrs. 
Steel after being hired by 
Steel. 

After testifying, Corrigan 
and Ex-Governor Rhodes 
caused this two-time vicious 
murderer to be released 
from prison after serving 
less time than Steel. 

Marlene Steel's life was 
wasted. So was Ted Brown's.

Corrigan and Rhodes put a 
higher value on the life of 
Mrs. Steel than on Mr, 
Brown's life. .

Thoughts For Labor Day

It's hard to believe another 
Labor Day is rolling around 
already. 

Labor Day means something 
different to just ‘about everybody. 
For most of us it’s a bittersweet 
reminder of asummer gone by too 
fast. 

For others, it’s the lunch bucket 
you don't have to pack, or the lab 
coat left hanging on the hook. It's 
the necktie that you don’t have to 
yank off the rack. It’s taking the 
kids to the parade and eating too 
much at the picnic. 

It is a well-deserved and much- 
needed day off. 

While relaxing on Labor Day, 
some of us might daydream about 
extending the holiday another 
week ... Or another month ... Or 
longer. 

But imagine, for a moment, 
showing up for work on Tuesday 
morning and being told to go back 
home -- for good. For far too 
many Ohioans, that scenario is all 
too real. 

Consider the 100 workers 
employed at a large health care 
facility in Cleveland. They were 
given 90 minutes notice that their 
jobs were being eliminated, 

Or the 400 workers at the Fisher 
Cheese Factory in Wapakoneta. 
On December 20th of last year, 
the new owners informed the 
employees that the plant was clos- 
ing at the end of the day. How's 
that for a holiday greeting? 

In Toledo, workers at General 
Battery could not sooner punch in 
before they had to punch out. 
Management informed them that 
their place of business was no 
longer in business. 

With barely a moment's notice, 
these workers were stripped of 
their jobs, their paychecks, and 
their health benefits. They were 
left, however, with the same mort- 
gage payments to make, the same 
utility bills to pay. 

Unfortunately, these examples 
are not isolated instances. Earlier 
this year, I started a government 
investigation into the rash of plant 
closings. That inquiry revealed 
that blue collar workers received 
an average of 7 days advance 
warning when a plant closes. For 
white collar, workers, it was 14 
days notice on average. Would a 
week be enough time for you to 
find a new career? Two weeks? I 
doubt it. 

Now, there are plenty of rea- 
sons these plants are closing. 
We're drowning in a flood of 
imports — many of these products 
from countries that pay workers 
slave wages. New technologies 
have made once valuable skills 


obsolete. Structural changes in 
our economy have caused a dete- 
rioration of job opportunities. 


But analyzing the causes of the 
situation provides few answers to 
workers who desper$tely want to 
work. In the last awe 
more than 220,000 Ohioans have 
been laid off because of factory 
shutdowns. For the most part, 
these are workers who are unem- 
ployed for the first time in their 
lives. 


Dislocated workers have given 
employers their loyalty, their 
skills, their dedication and years 
of their working lives. They can 
out-compete workers anywhere in 
the world. We owe them much 
more than just our sympathy. We 
owe them a second chance. In an 
effort to provide them with that 
chance, I've sponsored the largest 
worker retraining initi*tive in our 
nation’s history. 


Who do minimum wage laws hurt? 


Within the next several months 
Congress will decide whether to 
enactthe Kennedy-Hawkins 
proposal to increase the minimum 
wage to $4.65 an hour. Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass., describes the 
proposed increase as “essential to 
the very poorest of our workers,” 
because it would “ensure full-time 
workers get the wage that keeps 
them out of poverty.” 

Kennedy’s claim is balderdash. 
If the minimum wage was an anti- 
poverty weapon, we could save 
foreign aid money. Just tell poor 
countries like Ethiopia and Ban- 
gladesh to increase minimum 
wages and their workers would get 
a wage that would keep them out 
of poverty. Such advice would be 
recognized as nonsense, even by 
Kennedy. If the minimum wa 
can't eliminate poverty in Ethio- 
pia and Bangladesh, it can't do it 
here, 

Raising the minimum wage cuts 
off the bottom rungs of the eco- 
nomic ladder. It has the effect of a 
law saying: If you are so unfortu- 
nate that you can only produce 
two dollars worth of value an 
hour, you're not worthy of a job. 
No employer is likely to pay $4.65 
an hour, plus mandated fringes 
like Society Security, to a person 
who only produced two dollars an 
hour worth of value. The brunt of 


the minimum wage law is borne by 
low-skilled workers, mostly tee- 
nagers, particularly black teenag- 
ers. Another layer of American 
low-skilled jobs will go the way of 
theatre ushers and gas station 
attendants. Yet another layer will 
go overseas where labor is 
cheaper.

The final decision has been 
made. After nearly one and a half 
months of harsh actions and spec- 
ulation Ohio State University’s 
Icading receiver Cris Carter, has 
played his final season of football 
at that university. 

The decision was announced 
Monday, (Aug. 31) by OSU Pres- 
ident Edward Jennings following a 
meeting with Head Coach Earle 
Bruce and Athletic Director Rick 
Bay regarding Carter's reinstate- 
ment. 

Carter was “permanently” sus- 
pended by the university July 15 
after he admitted violating NCAA 
rules after signing with agents 
Morby Walters and Lloyd Bloom 
in May 1986 and subsequently 
receiving $6,800. 

Amid much criticism from 
Bruce and feJlow Big Ten coaches, 
Carter decided to enter the 
National Football League's sup- 
plemental draft. That draft now 
scheduled for tomorrow (Sept. 4), 
was previously cancelled after 
another NCAA rule violater, 
Teryl Austin, was reinstated to his 
team after he agreed to sit out two 
games and repay the money he 
accepted.

The move raised the hopes of 
Carter, Bruce and many loyal 
Buckeye fans that the All- 
America still had a chance to 
complete his senior year of play. 

In light of Jennings’ decision, a 
WCMH-TV poll taken (Aug. 27) 
indicated that 70 percent of the 
voting audience favored Carter’s 
return to the squad. 

In arandom survey taken by the 
Call\& Post Saturday, (Aug. 29), 
the majority surveyed felt Carter 
should not be reinstated but have 
the opportunity to enter the sup- 
plemental draft. 

“Yes, I think he should be able 
to play,” said airport employee 
Grady Bobo, “it’s a tough situa- 
tion for those guys who play on 
the college level and have no 
income.” Bobo, 40, said, however, 
that if he was allowed to play 


’ there should be some penalty. 


Purchasing agent Kenny Green, 

22, said, “I feel that he should be 
able to play for OSU again and go 
to the NFL without anyone saying 
anything about it.” “Anyway it 
goes I think he’s a terrific football 
player and should have the oppor- 
tunity to do anything he desires.”

He noted as a possi- 
ble solution that “scholarships 
should include more income, 
therefore, eliminating the need to 
receive any money illegally.” 

Human Resources professional 
Fred Parker, 31, again said no to 
Carter's reinstatement. “! think if 
he broke NCAA rules and took 
the money he shouldn't be allowed 
to play,” he said. Parker added 
that he should have the opportun- 
ity to play in the professional 
league. He sdid Coach Bruce’s 
actions over previous weeks were 
too harsh. 

“I think Carter clearly knew the 
rules before he did this,” transit 
worker Dave Johnson said.

_ Appeals court 
upholds man’s 
conviction 


Franklin County Court of 
Appeals Judge Archer Reilly last 
week upheld the conviction of 
\nthony D. Simmons, 27, on a 
charge of aggravated murder. 

Simmons was convicted by a 
three-judge panel in the April 6, 
1986 shooting death of Mark A. 
Anderson, 20, as the victim sat 
with his girlfriend, Kelly Horn, in 
the parking lot at Sister’s Chicken, 
631 E. SthAve. 

Simmons was sentenced to life 
with the requirement that he serve 
33 years before being eligible for 
parole, 


Public Defender John W. Keel- 
ing appealed Simmons’ convic- 
tion on the grounds that Simmons 
was guilty only of involuntary 
manslaughter. ; 

In upholding Simmons’ convic- 
tion, Judge Reilly said: “There 
was substantial credible evidence 
for the court to find that the 
defendant held a .38 caliber pistol 
within 6 inches of the victim’s left 
eye, and after the victim refused 

the defendant's demand for 
~~ money, purposely pulled the 
trigger.”

“No,” he said. “Blacks are not 
being frozen out of the county 
personnel.”

NAACP to probe alleged job bias; 


reactions mixed from Bl

The Columbus Branch of the 
NAACP will begin an investiga- 
tioh next week in the alleged ineq- 
uity in the hiring practices of the 
three Franklin County Commis- 
sioners, and the Human Services 
Department, said Melanie Mit- 
chell, president of the association. 

In the Aug. 27 edition of The 
CALL & POST, Rev. M.J. Mit- 
chell, pastor of Pilgrim Baptist 
Church, called on the NAACP 
and the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission to investigate an allega- 
tion that “there is an effort afoot 
in the Franklin Human Services 
Department to root out” Black 
officials in key positions. 

NAACP President Mitchell 
said, “I think Rev. Mitchell has a 
legitimate concern and the 
NAACP shares his concern, and 
will definitely be looking into it. I 
am pleased to see more and more 
leaders publicly expressing their 
indignation regarding discrimina- 
tion in the city of Columbus and 
County.” 

Melanie Mitchell said, “We will 
be contacting the three commis- 
sioners to get their formal written 
responses to those allegations. 
This is a first step. We also planto 
talk with Rey. Mitchell.” 

Also, in last week's edition of 
The CALL & POST a question 
was raised as to whether the 
County Commissioners are 
“wholeheartedly committed” to 
affirmative action. 

Brown said,“ As of today, to my 
knowledge, no charges have been 
filed against the three com- 
missioners.” 

Some Black community leaders 
have mixed reactions to Rev, Mit- 
chell’s statements during inter- 
views with them. 


Tracy also talked about what he 
called “his excellent track” record 
in fulfilling the affirmative action, 
as a former Franklin County Aud- 
itor and as a commissioner. 

According to employment sta- 
tistics from the Commissioners’ 
offices, out of a total of 203 
employees in the county commis- 
sion’s offices, inI984, 78 percent 
were white, while 20.7 percent 
were Black; in 1985, out of a total 
of 189 employees, 71.9 percent 
were white and 27.5 percent were 
Black; in 1986, out of 180 
employees, 81.1 percent were 
white, and 18.3 percent were 
Black, and so far this year, out of a 
total of 211 employees, 81.5 per- 
cent are white and 18 percent are 
Black. 

All the figures quoted do not 
include those of the Franklin

Robert Brown, executive direc- 
tor of the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission, told The CALL & 
POST: “Whenever acts of dis- 
criminatory practides take place, 
either in the public or private sec- 
tor, we will investigate it. For 
those who practice discrimination 
in any of the areas that the OCRC 
has jurisdiction we would enforce 
the law to the utmost.” 

Pastor H. Jay Scott, of Galilee 
Baptist Church, and president of 
Baptist Pastors’ Conference, said: 
“Not all members of the clergy 
supported Roger Tracy during the 
last election campaign. I believe 
there is an effort not only in 
Franklin County to root out 
Blacks, but across this nation.” 

Scott said “It seems there are 
those who are trying to undo the 
work that has. been done.
